otne: States; the thirteen who were the 
first cause and progenitors of this 
mighty republic. I have been asked to 
speak, and this will make a fourteenth 
speech. Perhaps it has been thought 
thet, in fact, there were not thirteen 
States, but fourteen arrayed together 
for freedom; for one more sided with 
the others, and that wae France. 
“Hearty as was her support, risking 
as she did everything, army, navy and 
colonies, she was only an auxiliary; 
our officers were ordered never to for- 
get it. and those old soldiers who had 
fought in the Seven Years War yielded 
with alacrity precedence on every oc- 
casion to their American brethren who 
were defending their own ground and 
then liberty. 

These I consider to be standing or- 
ders. I speak only as an auxiliary, and 
my address will be, as it should be. a 
brief one. It will, however, give ex- 
pression to the feelings which such a 
gathering as this inspires to the repre- 
sentative of the country from whence 
came, years ago, some such men as 
lafayette, Rochambeau and De Grasse. 
whore crowning glory was achieved un- 
der the supreme command of Washing- 
— in Gelds not far remote from this 
city. 

“Peace was not yet signed when 
George Washington devised your s- 
elety; a noble one, worthy of its found- 
ers, meant to preserve the holiest tradi- 
tions between the men who had sided 
together in the time of the strug- 
gle; between the two notions: between 
the fourteen States. These traditions 
were patriotism, fraternity, human 
benevolence. We commemorate this 
foundation most appropriately today, 
on this sacred soil of Virginia, which 
gave birth to Washington and to Jef- 
ferson, which beheld the glorious end 
of the revolution; heard the earliest 
deciaration of the rights of man and: 
saw the great American Cincinnatus 
end his life’s journey without having 
felt the pains of old age, as in the 
quiet peace of a summer's day. He 
died admired by the whole world. and 
especially by France and 2 those 
Frenchmen who had seen him work- 
ing for his country. 

“The trust in him had been so great 
from the first that. when secret in- 
structions were sent from France to 
our officers here, they were ordered to 
reveal them to no one: but there was 
the usual reservation’ except, of course. 
to Monsieur Washington.” The feelings 
of LaFayette for bim are well known: 
it was enthusiasm and filial love. Less 
known and no less striking is the 
impression made by the great com- 
mander, Maj.-Gen. de Chatelluse, a 
keen observer, a man of letters and 
a member of the French academy, who

LOTS AT AUCTION. 
LAS VEGAS PLANS CHANGED. 
The Las Vegas Land and Water Com- 
pany, which is composed of officials of 
the Salt Lake Rallroad Company. an- 
nounced yesterday that lots in Clark's 
townsite at Las Vegas are to be sold 
at auction next Monday, instead of at 
pr.vate sale, 
The auction sale will be conducted at 
Las Vegas by C. O. Whittemore, presi- 
dent, and Ferd K. Rule, treasurer of 
the company, with the assistance of 
Frank A. Waters, general right of way 
and claim agent of the Salt Lake line. 
It was explained by directors of the 
Land and Water Company, after a 
meeting yesterday, that the change 
from private to auction sale had been 
determined upon because of the large; 
number of applications for the 1200 lots, 
and principally for the reason that 
there was no just way in which to meet 
the demands of numerous applicauts 
for the same lot. 
In one instance there are thirty-five 
applicants for one lot, while t'-enty-five 
persons have applied for another lot in 
the projecte’ business district. 
The principal demand is for locations 
near the railroad station. in wnat is 
expected to be the business center. 
These locations are on Main stret, fac- 
ing the site of the depot, and on Fre- 
mont street, which leads from the rall- 
road station into the remainder of the 
townsite. 
In two blocks adjacent to the coming 
business district there will be no re- 
strictions regarding the sale of liquor. 
Numbers of prospective saloonkeepers 
have applied for locations therein. In 
other sections of the town, the deeds 
provide that liquor shall not be sold, 
except with meals at restaurants, in 
hotels and at drugstores, on prescrip- 
tion. 
Bids for the lots are required to start 
at the minimum price set for them at 
the abandoned private sale. 
Excursion rates will be effective for 
those going to the auction sale, and it 
is expected by the railroad company 
that a large proportion of the 3000 per- 
sons im Los Angeles, Salt Lake City and 
other pointe, who have applied for lots, 
will attend the sale.

PARK FOREMEN PROTEST. 

Park Superintendent Morley and the 
Park Commissioners have been precipi- 
tated into a race war by the new gal- 
ary ordinance, affecting the Park De- 
partment. 

Henry Jones is a colored politician, 
who makes good in two pre- 
cincts of the Second Ward. Mistaa 
Jores, during the last administration, 
secured a position as foreman at Plasa 
Park. His salary rating wes the same 
as that of the foremen of Central, 
Prospect, St. James, Sunset and Grif- 
Ah parks. The difference was that 
while the foremen of the other parks 
had charge of from two to five la- 
borers, Jones was over him- 
self only. 

A couple of days ago the other fore- 
men discovered that, in the last park 
ordinance, Jone's salary was advanced 
0 as to place him in the classifica- 
tion with the heads of the big parks. 
No other foreman in the second-class 
parks received an advance. They re- 
gard this preferment of a colored em- 
ployé, as a direct insult and—well, they 
are trying to find something to 4o 
about it. 

The Park Commissers decline to as- 
Jones's 
salary. They assert that the ordinance 
which they recommended to the Coun- 
eil did not carry with it an increase 
in pay for Jones, and that the raise 
for the colored man was luserte l 
while the ordinance was being consid- 


ered by a Council committee, without 
any reference to the Park Commis- 
stoners. 


The outcome of the controversy will 
probably be the abolishing of the posi- 
tion of foreman of Plana Park, which 
win be looked after by a laborer work- 
ing under the direction of the Park 

tendent. 

The ordinance granting to Jones his 
ircrease in pay was by the 
Council on the day that Mayor McAleer 
Started on — vacation and was signed 
by Actirig-Mayor Summerland. 

Jones received his appointment from 
the former Park Commission.

He became so angry that he 
fastened the front doors and, arming 
imeelf with a knife. made a wild at- 
teck upon her. She fought him o 
well as she could, but her drese 
slashed to pieces and her hands were 
alec cut. Then he made a feeble at- 
tempt to sever his wrist arteries with 
a’ piece of glass. The cries of Mrs. 
Blinn attracted. people to the place and 
Blinn desisted. 

While at Long Beach last year, too, 
Mre. Blinn said that her husband was 
particularly cruel. Mre. Leach, the 
mother of Mrs. Blinn, wes a witness 
for her daughter. The plaint iet was 
not asking for any alimony whatever, 
merely the divorce, but Judge Bord- 
wel, anewered that while she could 
waive animony for herself, she could 
not do so for the child. The boy is 9% 
years of age. Judge Bordwell, in grant- 
ing the decree, ordered that Blinn 
shall pay $20 a month toward the boy's 
support.

MANY MILLIONS OF DOLLARS 
BUILDING IT GREATER. 


Utah Capital, Newly Linked With 
Les Angeles, Sure te Become a 
Great Metropolis—Two Hundred 
Miles of Suburban Trolley Lines to 
be Constructed. 


Members of the Commercial Club of 
Sait Lake City have formally prepared 
the following statements of the pros- 
pects, resources and development of 
Utah: 

The people of Salt Lake City voted 
bonds to the amount of $1,000,000 to en- 
large the water system to supply a city 
of 250,000 people. 

To expend $1,000,000 on sewer exten- 
sions in the south part of the city. 

Three miles of paved asphaltum 
streets costing $350,000 are to be ald this 
year. 

The amount spent in new 
homes in 1904 was $1,750,000. The build- 
ing in 1905 will exceed this. 

Sixteen miles of new cement sitlewalk 
costing $100,000 were laid in 1904; 1906 
will certainly exceed this. 

A new smelter at the point of the 
lake, to handle yearly an output larger 
than produced by the State of Colorado. 
— of this ter will be several mil- 
lions, 

The Oregon Short Liné and the San 
Pedro, Los Angeles and Salt Lake Rail 
way companies will build a union depot 
to cost $300,000 this year. 

A new roundhouse, railroad shops 
and a new freignt depot are now being 
built by the Oregon Short Line and San 
Pedro, Los Angeles and Salt Lake 

. The estimated cost is $350,000. 

A large packing-house to cost 150, 
000 is to be bullt at once. 

The Rio Grande Western Railway will 
build a depot to cost $250,000, which will 
also de use.i by the Western Pacific. 

The Rio Grande Western Railway will 
build additions to ‘ts present railroad 
shops to cost $1,000,000. 

Suburban electric car lines are to be 
constructed which will cost several mil- 
lion dollars, containing about two hun- 
dred miles of road through the richest 
part of Utah. 

A new theater costing $60,000 is to be 
built. 

The new railroad to Los Angeles com- 
pleted will cost $50,000,000, 

The Western Pacific Rallroad from 
Galt Lake to San Francisco is now de- 
ing built at a cost of $50,000,000. Work 
on thie road will be commenced at both 
ends to hurry completion.

Directors Call on Council to 
Provide Cash. 
Much Pleased by Inspection 
of Branch Libraries.

When the Legal War is Over 
They Will Build. 


The library board is the next appli- 
cant in the field for a half million dol- 
lars in bonds. * 

After having made a round of the 
thirteen branch libraries yesterday, and 
finding them all in satisfactory condi- 
tion and highly appreciated by the peo- 
ple, the trustees came back filled with 
a desire to do greater things for the 
intelligent reading public. 

A resolution wag passed asking the 


board that $350,000 of this amount win 
be needed for the central building and 
$150,000 for branches, but the apportion- 
ment is a matter to be determined by 


future developments. 

That a library must be built is re- 
garded as absolute by the entire board, 
and whatever the outcome of the in- 
junction ngs to restrain them 
from ovlaving the building in Central 
Park, where the people decided by vote 
they wished to have it placed, the 
money asked for win: be wanted for 
the desired purpos as epeedily as the 
fegnl steps can produce it. 

In any event it is desired to have the 
money ready wher the Utigation is 
ended, sc that the work can be pushed 
through at once.

An extensive controversy resulted 
over the recommendation of Miss Jones, 
the librarian, that a reference catalogue 
be printed, covering the books of his- 
tory added io the library within the 
past four years, and for which bids 
had been secured along with bids for the 
printing of the complete fiction cata- 
jogue. The fiction list was ordered print- 
ed and the contract awarded to B. R. 
Baumgardt & Co., at $2.30 per page, 
who were the lowest bidders.

She was asked to pre- 
sent a plan and the probable cost of 
the work at the next meeting of the 
board, and if they keep faith they will 
then order the work to go on. Mean- 
time the library has no reference lists 
to sell to patrons who want them at 
home, and who readily purchase them 
at cost of production. The library now 
contains more than 117,000 volumes. 

All bids for the rebinding of books 
were referred to the Committee on 
Printing to be compared and tabu- 
lated and presented to the board at its 
next meeting. 


ARVED HEAD, 
CORRECTED FAULT 


SERVANT GIRL’S HEROIC REFORM 
AT HOSPITAL. 


A girl had a chunk cut out of her 
head yesterday at the County Hospital 
to make her a better servant. 

She had a fatal fault which kept los- 
ing good positions for her wherever she 
went. So she had her skull opened and 
her temperament corrected at the 
switch tower, so to speak. 

The girl's name is Dora Josephson. 
Several years ago she was kicked by 
a horse in New York City. She was 
getting off one of the surface cars 
when a team rushed by and knocked 
her down, one of the horses kicking her 
on the side of the head. 

Ever since she has been subject to 
violent fits of passion, or excitement. 
At intervals of a few weeks she would 
suddenly break loose and smash every- 
thing in sight, making a pile of china 
chips out of the crockery and table 
service.

When she regained her 
mental equilibrium she would be told 
of what she had done and would be 
heartbroken over it. 

She could not keep any position, and 
wandered from place to place, from 
city to city, from household to house- 
hold. She is a girl of good appearance 
and quiet manners and found no difi- 
culty in obtaining situations-—only to 
be bitterly disappointed and humili- 
ated time and time again. 

She was brought to the County Hos- 
pital a short tme ago and eagerly ac- 
cepted the suggestion of Dr. Barber 
thet her cranium be readjusted. 

The operation took place yesterday 
morning. Dr. Barber, Dr. Sabichi and 
others performing It. 

An incision was made in her skull the 
size of a 5-cent piece. The bone, where 
it pressed on the skull, was lifted and 
cut away. Various other impossible 
medical things were done. 

The girl rallied finely from the oper- 
atien: it is believed that she wil! be 
cotapletely freed from this bane under 
which she has lived. Such were the in- 
dications yesterday when she came 
from under the influence of the opiate.

SCHOOL CENSUS FIGURES. 
The school census marshals through- 
out the county have completed their 
work and from the compilation of fig- 
ures returned to the office of County 
Superintendent of Schools J. B. Nich- 
ols, the total number of children under 
— years of age is shown to be 
40. 

Of this number, 6758 are of school age 
an 1987 are under five years of age. 
Between the ages of five and seventeen 
years there are 3498 boys and 3260 girls, 
giving the male sex a majority of 238. 
In the whole county there are 85 for- 
eign-born children and 3623, or less 
than half the total, have been vac- 
cinated. 

The report gives 444 children for Ful- 
lerton, 656 for Orange, 958 for Anaheim 
and 2046 for Santa Ana. In Santa Ana 
the children are divided among 43 
families, and of the total number en- 
rolled 1656 are over five and 380 under 
five years of age. Of those in attend- 
ance upon school 815 are boys and 841 
girls. Santa Ana shows an increase 
over last year of about ninety, and a 
substantial increase is shown in almost 
all the districts. Multiplying the cen- 
sus figures by 4.5, the following popu- 
lations are obtained: Orange county, 
99.344: Santa Ana, 9207; Anaheim, 4311; 
Orunge, 2952; Fullerton, 1998.

GERMAN VESSEL BRINGS THE 

NEWS TO SAN PEDRO.

Craft, of Which Name Was Not 
Learned, Was One Hundred Days 
Out from Antwerp to San Fran- 
cisco—Thousand Miles of Sailing in

SAN PEDRO, May 10.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] News of a British ship in 
distress was brought here today by

The Pindos was 
quickly blown past the other vessel 
and was unable to go to her assistance 
before she was out of sight.

At the last meeting of 
the Board of Town Trustees the clerk 
was instructed to have the bonds is- 
sued preparatory to selling them next 
month. Today the Ventura Light and 
Water Company filed a suit in the Su- 
perior Court to restrain the town au- 
thorities from tesuing these bonds. The 
attorneys for the | company are 
Rarnes & Selby and E. A. Selby of this 
city, Henry O'Melveny of Los Angeles, 
W. N Shepherd of this city and Dillon 
& Hubbard, the bond lawyers of New 
York City. 

That it ts the Intention of the com- 
pany to fight the town through all the 
courts, even to the United States Su- 
preme Court, if necessary, is evident 
from the retaining of the New York 
lew firm. The suit is brought against 
W. I. Lewis as president of the Board 
ees, Ed Isensee, town 


Guire, N. Robert Sudden and 
. G. Wild as town trustees. 

The specific grounds upon which the 
restraining order is asked are that in 
the call for election the voter was asked 
te vote both upon the questions of a 
water Supply and installing of a plant 
in one, and upon the further ground
